Kwoh et al (6,115,057) do not disclose or suggest any generating of ranking that is used for filtering. 

In response, Examiner disagrees. Examiner notes applicant's arguments, however, Kwoh discloses in col. 17, line 45-col.18 f line 
20, that device 748 extracts rating data and controller 724 provides a table which ranks the order of rating levels from highest G to the 
lowest rating X and used this generated table for filtering each segment. Hence applicant's arguments are not persuasive, as Kwoh 
meets all the claimed limitations. The finality of the last office action is proper and maintained. 
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
